Sherman’s definition betterment act. 

In brief, Sherman suggests that betterments should be 
assessed against property owners whose land is actually 
improved by the extension of a water or sewer line. These 
owners should pay the total cost, as we understand his 
idea, thus regaining for the town the full amount appro- 
priated for the work. The change comes in omitting the 
relatively few owners whose land will be unaffected by 
the extension — persons now regularly charged under the 
BPW interpretation of the town meeting vote. 

This does not apply in cases where the owner just 
doesn’t want the water or sewer because he does not wish 
to develop the property. It applies only in cases where a 
home may already have water but receive an assessment 
for an extension along some part of the lot frontage — and 
then only in cases where the total area will not permit 
another house lot. And it might well apply in the case of 
corner lots, where a home is served from one street, but 
is charged for frontage on the other street when water or 
sewer pipes are laid. 

In all cases, it seems fair:to ask land owners to pay 
when their land is actually improved, But it makes little 
or no sense to charge a land owner if no return value is 
involved. 

Thus we hope that persons in a position to do something 
about this situation study Sherman’s ideas. For it seems 
to us that he makes sense and that their adoption might 
help the town avoid creating undue hardships, while still 


collecting for the work.

Let’s Move Slowly 


Now that the governor’s sales tax proposal is before 
the Legislature, it appears possible that the local real 
estate tax reductions promised under the measure may 
come painfully. 

Although we have no wish to condemn the plan at this 
point, it seems that the restrictions to be placed on the 
communities should be reviewed thoroughly. The proposal 
would have the state fix a tax rate for the year 1958 — 
based on the 1957 local rate and the average valuations 
during the three preceeding years. That rate could not be 
changed except through the approval of all the voters on 
the ballot. Then, in other years, the voters could either 
abandon the idea of a tax rate limit or maintain it, with 
changes coming only by referendum. 

Such restrictions, while perhaps necessary, might be 
painful for Andover. The benefits of the revaluation of 
property now underway, for example, might be pushed 
aside if an average valuation for the three past years 
must be used in setting the 1958 rate. 

And it is possible that annual restrictions that require 
a referendum to change might be too cumbersome. 

lt appears that careful study of the implications of the 
eovernor’s plan, as they will affect this community, must 


be undertaken.
